Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicants claim a 
process for removing water from a hydrofluorocarbon manufacturing process. The closest prior 
art of record, U.S. Patent 6,787,678, which has common inventors with the instant patent 
application, teaches a process for removing water from a hydrofluorocarbon manufacturing 
process wherein a carbonyl or a sulfur-containing compound is employed as a water reactive 
agent. The closest prior art of record, however, fails to teach or fairly suggest a process for 
removing water fi-om a hydrofluorocarbon manufacturing process using a chlorine-substituted 
vinyl compound as the water reactive agent, as claimed herein. 
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This supplemental allowance has been furnished in order to correct a typographical error 
in the examiner's amendment mailed to applicants with a Notice of Allowance in March 2005.
